NO TEACHERS TUNION.

Tt ix thought that the fifth amendment to
the State Constitution, which passed last
election, allowing St Louls, Kansas City
and Bt., Joseph to tax at the rate of &
cents on the hundred dollars for the benefit
ot the schools, should have been general
throughout the State.

The Constitution’s limitation of taxation
for school purposes of # cents is now re-
garded as out of date. Thiz and other r=-
strictiong of the Constitutlon of 1875, the
teachers say, were the result of the con-
{fusion which previously existed and which
allowed school districts to expend unneces-
gury amounts recklesaly. It Is the convie-
tion that to betier the schools a little more
frecdom Is needed, This is one of the mat-
ters which are expected to occupy o part of
the time of the convention, and some ac-
tion may be forthcoming.

This
vatimate hns been approved by two of the
lurgeat smelters. The average sales from
thiz district for the al’ were 5,049 tons per
week, leaving an average of 1121 tons per
werk to be supplled by other distriets,

It has not been clalmed by any of the
smelters that thers wax over L0 tons of
Western ore smelted per week, and a recent
estimate places it at 800 tons per week.
The fact that the smelters have been
ennbl to treat over Lo teng f week more
are than the capacity of this district to
produce is the best evidence of the growing
